Whitten, after nearly a two-hour 
conference with the Governor, said 
| J e had submitted evidence to sub- 

ntiate charges of fraud in the 
registration. He said two months 
azo the Citizens’ League had sent 
to Gov. Park a resolution demand- 
ing removal of the Election Board. 

“Park asked me to bring him evi- 
dence of alleged fraudulent padding 
‘of votes,” Whitten said, ‘and that’s 
why I came here to confer with the 
Governor. 

“No Co-operation,” Whitten Says. 

“We have had absolutely no co- 
operation from the Election Board 
in our investigation. I am an active 
Democrat, but in order to save 
America, we've got to cut out this 
kind of stuff.” 

Whitten said the registration in 
Kansas City, which he said had a 
population of 416,000, should not be 
More than 205,000 qualified voters. 

“We started out after the primary

Taxes Too High, 18 Bequests 


Jesse Straus’ Will 


Filing of Testament Discloses That Former 
Ambassador Made Revision Because 
of Increased Levies.

in State and Federal inheritance 
taxes led the late Jesse Isidor 


Straus, New York merchant and 
diplomat, to cancel 18 charitable 
bequests, ranging from $335,000 
down to $10,000. 

Filing,of his will for probate yes- 
terday disclosed that Harvard Uni- 
versity and the Federation for the 
Support of Jewish Philanthropic 
Societies of New York City were 
among those cut off. Harvard was 
to have received $165,000 and the 
Jewish Federation $335,000. 

Straus, former Ambassador to 
France, who died Sunday of pneu- 
monia, named his widow, Mrs. Irma 
N. Straus, as residuary legatee. The 
extent of his estate was not.shown, 
the valuation for probate purposes 
being set at more than $10,000. 

Explanation in Codicil. 

The will was drawn May 9, 1933, 
and the codicil revoking the 18 
charitable and philanthropic  be- 
quests was added July 31, 1934. 
Straus explained: 

“The present Federal and State 
estate tax laws impose substantial- 
ly increased tax burdens upon es- 
tates of decedents and may, under 
certain conditions, cause undue 
hardship and financial sacrifice and 
loss resulting from the untimely 
sale and liquidation of assets of the 
estate to provide for the payment 
of such taxes. 


NEW YORK, Oct. $.—~Inereases | 


“The increased estate taxes upon 
estates of decedents are devoted in 
large part to the governmental so- 
cial program. 

“During my lifetime I have made 
substantial contributions to various 
charitable, philanthropic and edu- 
cational organizations. Under the 
circumstances now existing I deem 
it adwisable to cancel and revoke 
the bequests made by me.” 


Provisions in Will. 

In addition to directing that the 
principal of the residuary trust be 
divided among two sons ahd a 
daughter after the death of his 
widow, Straus provided for several 
trust funds. 

All personal property in New 
York City and Mount Kisco, where 
Straus maintained a’ country estate, 
are left to the widow. 


R. H. Macy & Co., the depart- 
ment store formerly headed by 
Straus, receives 350 shares of Macy 
common stock, the income to be dis- 
tributed annually to the person or 
persons making the best suggestions 
for the improvement of department 
store’ management. 


Robert L. Levy, son-in-law, and 
Margaret Hollister Straus, daugh- 
ter-in-law, both of New York, re- 
ceive respectively 2500 shares of 
Macy common, valued at $125,000, 
and 1500 shares, valued at $75,000. 

Six grandchildren. receive 1000 
shares each. Bequests ranging from 


$500 to $7500 are made to employes.

WORLD COURT POST

Harvard Professor Succeeds 
Kellogg; He Is Native of 
* St. Peters, Mo.

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Oct. 8.—Dr. Manley O. 
Hudson of Harvard University to- 
night was elected to the ‘World 
Court of International Justiee,..suc- 
eeeding Frank B. Kellogg, former 
United States Secretary of State. 

Dr. Hudson received 48 of the 53 
votes cast in the League of Na- 
tions Assembly. The League Coun- 
cil then concurred. 

Dr. K. H. L. Hammarskjolo of 
Sweden, clerk of the court, was 
elected to the vacancy on the bench 
created by the death of Walter 
Schucking of Germany. 

Earlier, the League Assembly had 
elected China and Latvia to new, 


non-permanent seats on the Council 
for a period of three years. 

Dr. Hudson, fourth American to 
sit on the bench of the World 
Court, is 50 years old. The aver- 
age age of World Court Judges is 
66. 

He was born at St. Peters, Mo., 
and received his AB. degree at Wil- 
liam Jewell College, Liberty. From 
1910 to 1919, he was a professor of 
law at the University of Missouri. 
He was a member of several State 
commissions to frame code changes 
during this period. 

For many years he has led the 
campaign in the United States—so 
far unsuccessful—for American ad- 
herence to the Court. 

He was nominated by the national 
groups of 35 countries to the bench. 
These made, up a majority of the 
states represented in each of the 
electoral body, the League Assembly 
and the League Council. 

Since the creation of the Court 
Jn 1920, it has been one of Prof. 
Hudson's chief interests. 

Each year he has published a re- 
view of its activities in the Ameri- 
can Journal of International Law, 
and his popular handbook on the 
court has gone through many eai- 
tions. 

At one time, in a debate with 
Clarence Darrow. at the University 
of Michigan, he persuaded Darrow 
to abandon his public opposition. 
He also debated the proposal with 
Senator William E. Borah of Idaho, 
the court’s principal American an- 
tagonist, as the first public lecturer 
of the William E. Borah Founda- 
tion at the University of Idano. 

When in 1935, Senator Robinson 
of Ar’ ansas led the Senate debate 
on the court in 1935, Dr. Hudson 
was at his elbow with a mass of 
facts and arguments. 

In 1933 President Roosevelt ap- 
pointed Dr. Hudson a member of 
the Permanent Court of Arbitra- 
tion, an entirely different institu- 
tion from the Permanent World 
Court of Justice. 

For 13 years Dr. Hudson has been 
Bemis professor of international law 
at Harvard University, but has en- 
gaged in numerous public activi- 
ties during the period, particularly 
in connection with the state and 
national bar associations,

Be Chosen at 
Convention Held Only 
for That Purpose. 


PROSECUTOR CALLED 
‘WEAKEST AGENCY’ 


Vote on 30 Questions Sent 
to State Bar Members 
Announced—More Than 
1000 Replied.

ST.. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 8—The 
divorcing, as far as possible, of the 
selection of judicial candidates 
from party politics. is the major 
point of the second repost of the 
Missouri Judicial Council report 
which was made public today after 
presentation to the Supreme Court 
at Jefferson City. 

Declaring that the primary 
method of selection of candidates 
for judicial positions ‘has not rem- 
edied the evils of the convention 
system, the council deplored the 
spectacle of experienced, qualified 
men spending months in soliciting 


votes in an effort to obtain a ju- 
dicial position. uch conduct re- 
sults in “cheapening and degrading 
the office,” the report continued. 
The council recommended that 
all candidates for judicial offices, 
including Circuit, Appellate and 
Supreme Court Judges, be nomi- 
nated at party conventions held 
solely for that purpose so. that 
nominations shall not turn upon 
the “partisan attitude.of the can- 
didate, but upon his fitness.” 

The report, drawn'up by a Com- 
mittee of Eleven, headed by Judge 
Romulus E. Culver, St. Joseph, 
urged that more latitude be peér- 
mitted the courts in the review of 
“administrative decisions” than is 
allowed at present. The defeated 
litigant should be allowed not only 
a review of the purely legal ques- 
tions, but also of the factual cir- 
cumstances of the case involved. 

Uniform Service of Process. 

Special emphasis is laid by the 
report, the result of 21 months’ of 
work, on the need for a uniform 
service of process on corporations. 
Giving numerous examples, the an- 
nouncement finds that while vari- 
ous officers of the State are ap- 
pointed to receive service for for- 
eign corporations, there is no stat- 
ute providing for his forwarding of 
the writ or notice to the corpora- 
tion. Included among those of- 
ficers are the Supervisor of Build- 
ing and Loan Associations, the sec- 
retary of the Public Service Com- 
mission, the Superintendent of In- 
surance and many others. 

A uniform method for obtaining 
service by publication is also sought 
by the council which, noting that 
the present laws were based on con- 
ditions of the past when communi- 
cation was poor, ask that the meth- 
ods of service by publication be 
simplified as an advance benefit- 
ing litigants. 

Eliminating of differences in 
rules promulgated by various Courts 
of Appeals and the Supreme Court 
are recommended as well as a 
change in the rules governing ap- 
peals in criminal cases. Illustrat- 
ing how it is possible for an ap- 
peal to be taken in a trial court 
and the appellant to be released on 
bond pending appeal, by not lodg- 
ing jurisdiction of the appeal in 
the Supreme Court, the council rec- 
ommends the amendment of Sec- 
tion 3740 of the Revised Statutes 
of Missouri to provide that within 
30 days after the granting of an 
appeal, the clerk of the court of 
conviction must forward the judg- 
ment and the order of the appeal 
to the Appellate Court. 

For Nonresident Motorists. 

The final recommendation of the 
report was a proposed act provid- 
ing that the Secretary of State 
shall be deemed the attorney in 
fact for nonresident motorists in 
actions against them. Service would 
be made upon him and he would 
notify the nonresident defendant by 
mail. 

The council composed of R. E. 
Culver, A. M. Meyer, E. L. Alford, 
Mercer Arnold, J. R. Baker, M. E. 
Casey, Julius H. Drucker, Rush H. 
Linbaugh, John’ G. Madden, Frank

Kennedy signed the bonds of Long 
and Francis. 

Each Offense a Felony. 
Each of the two offenses charged 
is a felony, punishable by a prison 
term of from two to five years. 

In their precinct, which had its 
polling place at 1040 St. Ange street, 
the certified returns showed 364 
Democratic and 34 Republican bal- 
lots. In many instances the Demo- 
cratic ballots were counted solidly 
for favored candidates, with no 
votes at all credited to their op- 
ponents. The 34 Republican votes, 
in some instances were counted 
solidly for favored candidates, and 
in other instances there was a 24 
to 10 division. 

Park Commissioner Joseph J. 
Mestres was re-elected Seventh 
Ward Democratic Committeeman 
without opposition and Mrs. Rose 
Diepenbrock, the Committeewoman, 
likewise was without opposition.

The unsuccessful candidates, Louis 
Fischer and Mrs. Lillian Burke, 
were among the witnesses who ap- 
peared before the grand jury.

In the contest for the six Demo- 
cratic nominations for Circuit 
Judge, six candidates got 364 votes 
each in this precinct and the other 
19 were not credited with a single 
vote.

Fascists Tell Government

BURGOS, Spain, Oct. 8.—Fascist 
insurgents, continuing their drive 
toward Madrid, demanded immedi- 
ate surrender of the Spanish capital 
today. If the ultimatum is not met 
by the Government, the rebels said, 
Madrid will be attacked both by 
land and air. 

Fascist planes flew over Madrid 
and dropped circulars calling on the 
people to show allegiance to the 
Fascist provisional government, as- 
sérting that further resistance is 
useless. 

In the Toledo sector the rebeis 
began an advance on Aranjuez. A 
column pushed to a point within six 
miles of the railway, highway and 
river junction, 30 miles south of the 
capital. 

Southwest of Madrid, insurgents 
took the towns of Escalona and Al- 
morox on the Maqueda-San Martin 
de Valdeigiesias Highway. Leaving 
cleanup squads to consolidate the 
positions, the Fascist column moved 
northward on the highway to meet 
the southern wing of Gen. Emilo 
Mola’s Guadarrama army at San 
Martin. 

(Government circles in Madrid 
acknowledged Gen. Mola’s flanking 
movement on the swing to San 
Martin threatened to trap the Gov- 
ernment force between that column 
and the insurgents at Navalperal 
de Pinares to the north.) 

Another column pushed north- 
eastward on the capital between 
Santa Cruz del Retamar and Val- 
mojado, where the retreating Gov- 
ernment forces established their 
rear guard in an effort to prevent 
the fall of Navalcarnero, on the 
road to the capital. 

Counter-attacks made by Govern- 
ment militia, during the lull before 
Gen. Francisco Franco started the 
most recent drive, were totally in- 
effective, the insurgents said. 

Gen. Franco turned his personal 
attention to the drive on Madrid, it 
was said, confident that the Gov- 
ernment-held cities of Bilbao and 
Santander, on the northern coast, 
would fall before Gen. Mola’s reor- 
ganized northern army. 


REBELS BOMB TOWN; 
300 REPORTED DEAD

night from Talavera, Spain, said 300 
persons were killed when rebel 
planes bombed Aranjuez.

He also criticised state- 
ments made by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace, although he did 
not mention Wallace by name. 

The text of Landon’s statement 
follows: 

“The time has comé for every) 
American voter to get out a pencil 
and check recently issued New Deal 
figures. After adding and subtract- 
ing he will get results quite dif- 
ferent from those reached by the 
President and his various spokes- 
men. 

“An ordinary knowledge of 
arithmetic, without even the use 
of a pencil, would show the fallacy 
of the President’s recent statement 
at Pittsburgh that ‘over a billion 
and a half went for the payment 
of the World War veterans’ bonus 
this year instead of in 1945’ and 
‘that payment is now out of the 
way and is no lotiger a future obli- 
gation of the Government.’ 

“Leaving out of consideration «.1.¢ 
question of the bonus itself, I 
would like to ask: If the billion 
and half paid in bonus is not a 
future obligation, what is it? it 
was largely paid in bonds and some 
day the Government will have to 
pay those bonds. 

“With the President himself be- 
ing so careless with facts and fig- 
ures it is not surprising that his 
Cabinet members likewise are get- 
ting reckless. 

Assails ‘Agricultural Spokesman’ 

“An illustration of the reckless- 
ness that has become epidemic in 
administration circles is to be seen 
in certain statements made in 
Iowa by the President's agricultur- 
al spokesman. In making these 
statements he has totally ignored 
provisions of the Republican farm 
program which effectively safe- 

ard the farm and the farm fam- 


“This same agricultural spokes- 
man is well known to the farmers 
of the Middle West for his predic- 
tion in August, 1935, that abandon- 
ment of the AAA would mean a re- 
turn of ‘the unbearable situation 
of 1932 and 1933.’ 

“Every farmer knows what has 
happened since the Supreme Court 
invalidated the AAA, eventhough 
the President himself predicted 36- 
cent wheat and 5-cent cotton. Ever 
since the Supreme Court’s decision 
the trend of prices of wheat, corn, 
hogs and cotton has been definitely 
upward, except recently in the case 
of corn. This upturn, of course, 
was in part due to the drouth, 
which the New Deal minimizes ex- 
cept as a political issue and when 
needed as an excuse for the taking 
of non-political - trips. 

Discusses Corn Situation. 

“With respect to corn, a look at 
the record should be of interest to 
both farmers and livestock feeders. 
On Aug. 19th last, cash corn 
reached its highest level since 1925 
and corn futures a nine-year peak 
with December corn quoted at 
$1.02%. Then came the news that 
20,000,000 bushels of Argentine corn 
was en-route or contracted for ship- 
ment to the United States, with 
other shipments expected in Decem- 
ber, when the American crop is 
due to reach the market in most 
volume. The result of this news, 
made possible by the administra- 
tion’s farm program, was a drop in 
nine days of 10 cents a bushel in 
corn delivered at Peoria, Ill, the 
great processing center. 

“With an estimated corn crop of 
1,458,000,000 bushels, each individual 
can draw his own conclusions as 
to what this has cost American 
farmers. In other words, President 
Roosevelt through his own agricul- 
tural program has sent $20,000,000

REGHECK OF VOTE 
LISTS UNDER WAY 


1378 Employes of Business 
Firms Investigating Ac- 
curacy of Canvass by 
Precinct Clerks. 


} 


Recanvass of the new general 
registration of voters by a group 
of 1378 special Deputy Election 
Commissioners, as a check on the 
accuracy of the original canvass by 
the regular precinct election clerks, 
began today under direction of the 
Election Board. 

It was the task of the special 
deputies, who were employes of 
business establishments, drafted for 
the work and. not obtained through 
political sources, to determine 
whether all of the 428,066 persons 
named on the registry lists resided 
at the addresses given ‘and to re- 
port those not found. 

There ‘were two canvassers—a 
Democrat -and a Republican—in 
each of 651 out of the city’s 670 
precincts. In the remaining 19 pre- 
cincts, where enrollment exceeded 
900, there were two pairs of can- 
vassers, dividing the territory. 

By last night, all but 22 of the 
deputies ‘had obtained their para- 
phernalia from the board office. To 
avoid delay, police were sent after 
these 22 early today, so that they 
could be started out on their work. 
Four Challenged in First Report. 

The first report was made shortly 
before noon today by canvassers in 
the First Precinct of Fifteenth 
Ward, who reported that four 
names had been challenged out of 
a total registration of 121 in the 
precinct. The canvassers said two 
persons had moved from the pre- 
cinct and two others could not be 
found. The precinct consists of only 
one square block, bounded by Rus- 
sell boulevard, California avenue, 
Accomac street and Oregon avenue. 

The second report was from the 
Fifth Ward, Second Precinct. Of 
the original enrollment of 436 the, 
precinct clerks had struck off eight 
and the board five more, making 
the net number 423. The re-canvass 
questioned 17 of the original num- 
ber, or four more than were re- 
moved by official action. 

Detailed instructions, which were 
published in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, were furnished the canvass- 
ers. They were told that household- 
ers, under the law, were required 
to answer their questions concern- 
ing residents. 

In case of difficulty. of any kind, 
or refusals to answer, the deputies 
were instructed to telephone the 
board office for directions, or, if 
necessary, to call the police. <As a 
further precaution, extra police ra- 
dio scout cars were assigned to 
cruise about the city, in order to 
make quick response #o any calls. 
A police radio receiver was set up 
at the Election Board to keep offi- 
cials -there informed of develop- 
ments. However, little, if any, treu- 
ble was expected. 

It was expected the recanvass 
would be completed by tomorrow 
night, or Saturday at the latest, but 
no reports of findings were looked 
for before tomorrow. 

The registration was the new gen- 
eral quadrennial enrollment of all 
voters, held Sept. 21-24 in prepara- 
tion primarily for next month’s 
presidential election. The original 
canvass of the registration was 
made immediately after Sept. 24 by 
the precinct election clerks, who 
were appointed early in September 
by the personnel of the old Elec- 
tion Board, which later was dis- 
missed by Gov. Park Sept. 18 “for 
the betterment of the public serv- 
ice.” 

The number of voters left on the 
rolls, following the first canvass, 
was 428,066—by far the largest num- 
ber ever reported here, being more 
than half of the city’s population 
according to the 1930 census. The 
largest registration in the past al- 
ways has been for the presidential 
election, the figure being 388,477 
four years ago. However, the re- 
cently dismissed Election Board re- 
ported an enrollment of 394,774 for 
the Aug. 4 primary, then conducted 
a recanvass, following exposure by 
the Post-Dispatch of wholesale 
frauds in the registration, which re- 
duced the number of 348,522. That

Those accompanying the official 
party, at least for a part of the tour, 
in addition to Mrs. Roosevelt, and 
the President’s daughter-in-law, 
Mrs. James Roosevelt Jr., are: Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace, Sen- 
ators O’Mahoney of Wyoming, Pitt- 
man of Nevada and Wheeler of 
Montana, Breckinridge Long, for- 
mer Ambassador to Italy: Judge 
and Mrs. Samuel Rosenman of New 
York, and Mrs. Gilbert’ H. Hitch- 
cock. Mrs. Hitchcock is the widow 
of the former Senator from Ne- 
braska and is to make the trip only 
as far as Omaha.

the mezzanine, and in baicony and 
boxes, sat until 8:30 without other 
diversion than conversation and 
musical selections by the 60-piece 
orchestra, placed in a box over the 
ceremonial entrance at the south 
end of the hall. 

At 8:30, or a few minutes later, 
the first loud-speaker announce- 
ment informed the audience that 
the Veiled Prophet had summoned 
the Ladies of Honor to his court. 
These matrons, many of them 
gowned in autumn colors, made 
leisurely entrance by an east door, 
each with an escort, and eircled the 
arena before ascending the plat- 
form. There Tom K. Smith, new 
president of the American Bankers’ 
Association, but by no means new 
in his association with the Veiled 
Prophet’s ball, stood as traffic di- 
rector, with a friendly nod for each 
pair, sending the 92 matrons left 
and right, to their upper-tier chairs. 

The lower-tier chairs were for 
the Maids of Honor, who appeared 
next. There were 37 of these young 
women, a smaller number than in 
most recent years.

The curtains of the ceremonial 
entrance first parted a few min- 
utes after 9, when Miss Lila Mar- 
shall Childress, Queen of last year’s 
ball, appeared there, acknowledged 
plentiful applause, and was escort- 
ed by Stratford Lee Morton to the 
Prophet's throne. She wore an apri- 
cot gown and carried a large bou- 
quet of roses. 

A comedy interlude came next, 
the entrance of the Pr@phet’s 
masked followers, in the costumes 
they wore in Tuesday night’s pa- 
rade.

Smith, no longer needed as traffic 
manager, took his place by the 
throne, and served as supply com-

As the Herald raised his right 
hand, the orchestra stopped play- 
ing, then resumed with a flourish 
of trumpets, after which, without 
loud-speaker help, the Oriental 
functionary announced the sum- 
moning of Miss Zeibig to the Proph- 
et’s Court of Love and Beauty. 

Miss Zeibig was accompanied by 
William G. Moore as escort. As 
she bowed to the Prophet, the ap- 
plause was renewed, and she ad- 
vanced to a silken stool before the 
throne and knelt, while the Prophet 
placed on her head a coronet with 
spun-silver plume. 

The ceremony of entrance and 
recognition was repeated for Miss 
Donnell, who was escorted by E. 
Lansing Ray Jr.; Miss Mahaffey, 
escorted by Henry McRee, and Miss 
Bascom, escorted by David R. Cal- 
houn. All the special maids’ gowns 
were in shades of green. 

Appearance of Queen. 

In his loudest tones, and pro- 
nouncing each syllable with delib- 
eration, the Herald then, after a 
time-honored introduction, an- 
nounced the choice of Miss Thomp- 
son as the Queen. The lights of the 
hall were softened, and spotlights 
and cameras played on the white- 
clad figure as, with her escort, C. 
D. P. Hamilton Jr., the fair young 
woman made the crossing of the 
arena and the ascent of the steps. 
The court and all the gathering 
stood, and applause was recurrent, 
until Miss Thompson had taken the 
Queen’s seat, wearing the crown 
which marks her leadership in so- 
cial affairs for the 1936-37 season. 

Then it was time for the cere- 
monial visit to the former Queens’ 
box, where 10 of the Queens of 
past years sat. In her’. smiling 
obeisance to her predecessors, Miss 
Thompson also glanced left toward 
the adjoining box where her fa- 
ther and his family party were.

The Count in Judicial Race. 

The six candidates who won. Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Circuit Judge 
were each shown as receiving 170 
votes, and the 19 unsuccessful can- 
didates got none.

Alderman Joseph B. Schweppe, de- 
feated candidate for Public Admin- 
istrator; John J. Sweeney, defeated 
candidate for Coroner; H. C. 
Menne, renominated for City Treas- 
urer; Lloyd C. Stark, nominated for 
Governor, and Senator Kinney, re- 
elected to the Democratic City Com- 
mittee. Democrats of the precinct 
did not have a chance to vote for 
Kinney in the contest -for renom- 
ination to his seat in the State 
Senate as this precinct is out of 
his district. 

Republican Returns. 

Republican candidates on the 
long end of the 125 to 83 score in- 
cluded Edward Gragg, nominated 
for Circuit Attorney; Henry L. 
Berger, defeated for Sheriff; Al- 
fred L. Grattendick, defeated for 
Public Administrator, and Max John 
Bierman, defeated for Coroner. In 
the contest for nomination for Sher- 
iff, with three candidates, the 
count was 125-83-0, and with seven 
candidates for nomination for Cor- 
oner the count was 125-83-and five 
zeros. 

Some variation appeared in the 
count of ballots cast in the Repub- 
lican contests for nomination as 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor. 
The nominee for Governor, Jesse 
Barrett, was shown with 193 votes 
to 10 for one opponent and 5 for 
another. Henri Chouteau got 200 
votes for nomination as Lieutenant- 
Governor to 3 for the nominee, M.

‘BOOK DEALER INDICTED AFTER 


W. C. Smith Arrested in New York; 
\. Prosecutor Says He Listed 
Stolen Volumes, 
By the Associated Press. 
CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 8.—Police 
acting on three indictments, today 
arrested William C. Smith, a dealer 
in books on early American history. 
Prosecutor Louis J. Schneider said 
the indictments were the result of a 
confession obtained from Stanley 


Wemyss, also known as William 
Hilderwald, 32 years old, that he 
stole books from libraries in many 
cities and from the Congressional 
Library in Washington and _ sold 
them to Smith. . 

The Prosecutor said Federal offi- 
cials were seeking to recover 23 
books, some of them rare and valu- 
able copies, valued at $1100, stolen 
from the Congressional Library last 
January. He obtained a court or- 
der detaining Wemyss as a material 
witness. \ 

Wemyss was arrested in Septem- 
ber when he was seen removing 
three pamphlets valued at more 
than $300 from the library in New- 
ark, N. J. He was placed on proba- 
tion there, on condition he co-oper- 
ate with authorities.

Fugmann, a coal miner, rose from 
his chair when he heard the. ver- 
dict, bowed stiffly to Judge Samuel 
E. Shull, then to the jury, and’ 
walked back to his cell. His ~ 
torney, Edward McGovern, said he 
would ask for anew trial. 

The prisoner was tried “only for 
Maloney’s death, 
others were killed in the explosion 
last Good Friday—Thomas Maloney 
Jr. and Michael Gallagher, ceme- 
tery sexton. Fugmann was indicted 
for their deaths also. 

The State contended Fugmann 
killed Maloney, former president -of 
a disbanded mine union, because of 
money Maloney owed him, and be- 
cause of ill feeling between the two 
as a result of Maloney’s activity in 
the United Anthracite Miners of 
Pennsylvania. 

Witnesses testified Maloney bor- 
rowed $500 from Fugmann to as- 
sist in reorganizing the union, but 
paid back only part of it.

cotton manfacturers. 

In adopting a resolution against 
Japanese importations, the associ- 
ation said, “Imports of cotton goods 
have pyramided from an annual av- 
erage of approximately 1,000,000

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NEW FRENCH INQUIRY 
AIMED AT DE LA ROCQUE

Centers of -His Social Party 
Raided on Theory It Is Croix 
de Feu Revived. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 8—The French Gov- 
ernment opened a judicial in- 
quiry into the activities of Col. 
Francois de la Rocque and other 
leaders of the Social party today 
following widespread raids by po- 
lice on centers of the nationalist 


organization. 
Officials announced the new in- 
vestigation was based on charges 


that De la Rocque and his associ- 
ates had reconstituted the dissolved 
Croix de Feu ‘teague, thereby in- 
citing to disorderly assembl>. 

Two previous investigations were 
directed only against the party as 
such and “persons unknown.” 

Authorities said leaders of the 
new De la Rocque movement would 
be summoned to the Palace of Jus- 
tice for questioning, which might 
result in criminal prosecution. 

Meanwhile, searching parties vis- 
ited 37 buildings seeking informa- 


tion about the Social party. The 


home of De la Rocque and Jean 
Mermoz, noted aviator, were among 


the first raided. Mermoz is a 
member of thhe executive commit- 
tee of the Social party. 

Police who raided De la Rocque’s 


suburban house, in Versailles, bore 


a warrant charging him with “par- 
ticipating in the maintenance or re- 
constitution, direct or indirect, of 
associations called the Croix de Feu 
and the National Volunteers, dis- 
solved by decree of June i3.” 

“tT have protested against this 
police measure,” said De la Rocque. 
“T shall take definite issue with the 
Government on the legality of any 
judicial acts which may ensue.”

Fort Le Sieur was built by Amer- 
wan soldiers during the war with 
Indians and British agents from 
1900 to 1815. It served as a de- 
fense and as a lookout post for 
enemy concentrations across the 
river in Illinois. Reports were sent 
by horsemen to Fort Bellefontaine 
on the Missouri River and then by 
courier to the cordon of  block- 
houses defending St. Louis. 

Peace Treaty Signed. 

At the peace meeting in 1815, In- 
dians came from tribes in Missis- 
sippi, Missouri and Illinois. Repre- 
senting the United States were Gov. 
Missouri, Gov. 
Ninian Edwards of Illinois and Au- 
guste Chouteau of St. Louis. Al- 
though a peace treaty had been 
signed with the Indians at Vin- 
cennes in 1804, hostilities in the 
Mississippi Valley did not cease un- 
til after the signing of the treaty 
at Fort Le Sieur. 

Learning that a marker had been 
placed on the site where the treaty 
was signed, Mrs. Parker went to 
look for it and discovered that it 
was a mile and a half from the site 
The marker is a red 
granite boulder bearing an indis- 
tinct “1815” on one side. It was 
found on a picnic ground in Por- 
tege des Sioux about 200 yards 
from a large, unopened Indian 
mounf. The mound is on church 
property and the priest in charge 
told Mrs. Parker that it had never 
been opened 

Who put the marker in the picnic 
ground and when it was placed 
there is not known. It bears no 
names and gives no information 
about the treaty, except the date. 

Seeking to learn the exact loca- 
tion of the fort, Mrs. Parker 
stopped at a small house and’ asked 
& man who was working in a field 
close by. “Just.down the road a 
it youll see an old pile of rocks: 
hat's it,” the man said. “How do 
you happen to know?” Mrs. Parker 
asked. ‘Well, my name is Edward 
le Sieur,” he replied, “and the fort 


| was named after my great-grandfa- 


ther, Francis Le Sieur.” 
Old Indian Portage. 

Further inquiry elicited the in- 
formation that Francis Le Sie 
was the first American visitor to 
Portage des Sioux, an Indian vil- 
lage which French explorers had 
OMe upon as early as 1799. Indians 
new the distance overland from 
that point on the Mississippi to 
the nearest point on the Missouri 
River was less than four miles. 
They carried their canoes overland 
and saved 30 miles. 

Francis Le Sieur obtained a grant 


'from Lieutenant-Governor De Las- 


sus and, with families from St. 
Louis and St. Charles, moved to 
Portage des Sioux. The town to- 
day is farther up the river than it 
Was originally, the site having been 
changed apparently because of high 
Water. 

Edward Le Sieur has two docu- 
ments proving his relationship to 
Francis Le Sieur. The first is a 
Paper signed by William Clark au- 
thorizing Le Sieur to act as spy 
and agent for the United States 
among the Indians and British. The 

cond is Le Sieur’s commission as 
meutenant in charge of the fort. 
le Sieur was promised supplies 


and a large grant of land, some of 


it extending to Iowa, in return for 
his services. But later the land 
Claims of the Te Sieur family were 
fought in court and were never 
granted.

point O’Malley and that a fire in- 
surance agent had sent out 4etters 
stating O’Malley would be named 
to succeed himself in the event of 
Maj. Stark’s election. 

Barrett told his opponent that his 


recent statement that he had “made 
no secret promises to anyone” was 
unsatisfactory. 

“It could mean that the promises 
you made were not secret but you 
miust admit they have not been 
published openly,” Barrett wrote. 
“It could mean that you made no 
promises at all but I do not think 
that you would say that. 

“You and I both know that on 
the night of Sept. 28, you held a 
quiet conference in a room at the 
Missouri Hotel in Jefferson City 
with two representaties of the Fra- 
ternal Congress who came from 
Chicago to ask you point blank if 
you intended to rename Mr. O’Mal- 
ley. You told them, did you not, 
that you were opposed to the taxa- 
tion of fraternals and. opposed to 
the tax suits now pending, that you 
would use your influence to prevent 
the enactment of any legislation 
which would be hostile or prejudi- 
cial to the fraternals and that you 
would not appoint an insurance 
commissioner whose opinions did 
not coincide with your own on 
that subject? 

“You knew, did you not, that on 
last Sunday these gentlemen re- 
ported to a committee meeting at 
the Palmer House in Chicago, fol- 
lowing which the various fraternal 
societies have been advised that 
they now hold your pledge not to 
rename Mr. O’Malley? If the 
fraternals are mistaken or misin- 
formed, they should, in all fairness, 
be advised to that effect at once.” 

On the other hand, Barrett 
wrote, a “prominent fire insurance 
agent of Kansas City, whom we 
both know,” ‘had: sent letters to 
other insurance men _ throughout 
the State, stating he understood 
that Maj. Stark would reappoint 
O’Malley if elected. The same agent, 
he said, had prepared a resolution 
indorsing Maj. Stark for introduc- 
tion today at a meeting of ‘the 
Missouri Association of Insurance 
Agents at Columbia. 

“In these circumstances,” Barrett 
concluded, “I think. you owe it both | 
to those who think you have prom- 
ised not to reappoint Mr. O’Malley 
and to those who think you have 
promised to rename Mr. O’Malley, 
that you make it perfectly clear 
whether or not, if elected, you would 
rename Mr. O’Malley. You do not 
want any secret promises at -all, 
for you have said so, yet you are 
in the position of being credited 
with two secret promises, each the 
opposite of the other.”

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STATE RESTS CASE 
W TRIAL OF CONSTABLE 


East Side Defendant Expected 
to Take Stand in Own 
Defense. 


The State rested this morning in 


Board of Review, who is charged 
with the murder of his secret wife, 
Mrs. Wilma Woods Hamilton. It 
was expected that the defendant 
would be among the first witnesses 
for the defense. The testimony is 
being heard by a jury in Circuit 
Judge A. D. Riess’ court at Belle 


ville. 
Mrs. Mary Woods of Prospect 
Park, mother of Mrs. Hamilton, 


took the witness stand this morning 
and testified that her daughter dis- 
closed her marriage to Hamilton, 
which took place nearly three years 
ago, about a week before the killing 
last Aug. 2, On the Wednesday pre- 
ceding the shooting, Mrs. Woods 
said, Hamilton called at the Woods 
home and demanded the marriage 
certificate, which he received. Her 
daughter, Mrs. Woods testified, in- 
formed Hamilton that she intended 
getting a divorce, and he suggested 
that she obtain the decree “out of 
town.” 

Testimony that Hamilton fired 
into the automobile of Thomas 
Grissom, Mrs. Hamilton’s escort 
who was killed with her, left the 
immediate scene and then returned 
to fire again at his victims was 
given yesterday by State’s wit- 
nesses. 

The witnesses made no report of 
what they had seen to police at the 
time of the shooting, but their 
identity was learned by State’s At- 
torney L. P. Zerweck, who indorsed 
their names on the indictment. 
Hamilton is also under indictment 
for the myrder of Grissom. 
Waitress Tells of Shooting. 


Miss Sallie Stewart, a waitress, 
2926 Summit avenue, East St. Louis, 
testified she was a passenger in an 
automobile driven by Elmer Mar- 
tin, a welder, who was taking Mrs. 
Louise Kessinger to her home, 460 
North Twenty-second street, in 
East St. Louis, about 4 a. m. on 
last Aug. 2. As Martin made a U- 
turn at Twenty-second street and 
Illinois avenue a large sedan, fol- 
lowed by a coupe, approached from 
the north, Miss Stewart testified. 

Both machines stopped at Illinois 
avenue, a major street, and a man

Martin continued on a 
short distance, and turned into the 
entrance of an alley. Miss Stewart 
said the driver of the coupe left 


his machine and walked to the 
parked sedan, and she heard two 
more shots. The man hurried back 
to his machine and drove away at 
high speed, passing the alley into 
which Martin had turned. The 
group waited until residents of the 
neighborhood, awakened by the 
shooting, went to the assistance of 
the victims, then drove on, the wit- 
ness said, 

Martin and Mrs. Kessinger cor- 
roborated Miss Stewart's testimony, 
which the State introduced to re- 
| fute Hamilton’s contention that he 
shot his wife accidentally while 
firing at Grissom in self-defense. 
Grissom, business agent for the 
East St. Louis Teamsters’ & Chauf- 
feurs’ Union, carried an automatic 
pistol, whjch Hamilton took with 
him in his flight. 

Patrolman Patrick Boyne testi- 
fied he was stationed at the Walsh 
Undertaking Co., Seventh and State 
streets, where the bodies of Gris- 
som and Mrs. Hamilton were taken, 
several hours after the shooting 
when Hamilton appeared and asked 
to see the bodies. 


Policeman on Stand. 
Boyne testified he asked Hamil- 
ton, “Do you know her?”, indicat- 
ing the body of Mrs. Hamilton. 


Hamilton replied, according to the 
witness, “Yes, she is my wife, I 
told her to stay away from that 
sort of people.” The officer said 
he took the constable into custody 
for questioning. 

Night Chief of Police Sam Strautz 
told the jury that Hamilton next 
day made an oral statement that 
he fired at Grissom after the labor 
leader pointed a pistol at him, and 
that he had no intention of shoot- 
ing his wife. According to the evi- 
dence, Mrs. Hamilton was shot four 
times in the chest. Grissom died 
of a wound in the head, and also 
was shot through the shoulder. 

Following his arrest Hamilton 
directed officers to Lake Park, 
south of East St. Louis, where his 
.38-caliber revolver, containing six 
discharged cartridges, and Gris- 
som’s .45-caliber automatic pistol, 
fully loaded, were recovered from 
the lake, where he had thrown the 
weapons.

STRIKING TIFF MINERS URGED

“With Rope to Hang Himself No 
One Has Right to Scab,” Speaker 
for Union Says. 

POTOSI, Mo., Oct. 8.—About 250 
or 300 tiff miners gathered at Old 
Mines last night to hear St. Louis 
speakers and their own strike com- 
mittee urge them to continue the 
strike now in progress until their 
demands are met by buyers and op- 
erators. Victor Harris, attorney, 
Martin Wagner, an official of the 
Coke and Byproducts Union, George 
M. Deumler, Socialist candidate for 
Governor, and Joe Morris, former 
strike director in Washington 
County, all urged the miners to en- 
dure the necessary discomfort and 
want brought on by the strike and 
force the National Pigment and 
Chemical Co., chief operator in 
the county, to meet the demands 
for a closed shop.

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UBEL DEFENDANT 
SENT TO SANITARIUM 


Norman L. Nulsen Acquitted, 
But His Charges Are Not 
Substantiated. - 


Norman L. Nulsen, charged with 
criminal] libel in circulating a pam- 


phiet attacking the character of 
Thomas F. McDonald, former presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion, was placed in City Sanitarium 
for observation last night by order 
of Judge James Griffin, made at 
the conclusion’of his trial in Court 
of Criminal Correction yesterday. 
The Court ruled he was not guilty 
but made no finding that he had 
substantiated statements made in 
the pamphlet. 
Two Psychiatrists Testify. / 

The order was based largely on 
testimony by two psychiatrists who 
had been called in by Judge Grif- 
fin as friends of the court to ob- 
serve Nulsen’s conduct during the 
trial in which he acted as his own 
counsel and insisted on presenting 
his defense in his own way despite 
frequent admonitions by the Court 
to respect judicial rulings as to evi-* 
dence. 

Trial began Friday but was ad- 
journed several times with a warn- 
ing from the Judge to Nulsen that 
he should either bring in concrete 
evidence, if he had any, support- 
ing statements in the pamphiet, or 
else quit’ wasting the time of the 
Court. Nulsen admitted circulat- 
ing the pamphlet but failed to ad- 
duce evidence supporting its con- 
tents. Instead he persisted, over 
adverse rulings, on offering evi- 
dence the Court considered irrele- 
vant. 

After Dr. William Nelson, former 
head of the city’s psychiatric clinic 
had observed the defendant for sev- 
eral hours in the courtroom, he tes- 
tified Nulsen seemed incapable of 
keeping within bounds of regular 
procedure as set by the Court and 
also appeared to have delusions that 
he -was persecuted. Similar testi- 
mony was given by another psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Hyman Meltzer. 

The psychiatrists gave this testi- 
mony after Associate Prosecuting 
Attorney Frank E. Mathews had 
asked them for their opinion of the 
defendant, based on his conduct in 
the courtroom, on the pamphlet 
which he had acknowledged circu- 


lating and on information in pos- 
session of the State that he had 


made complaints against other per- 
sons on previous occasions. 
Cross-Examination by WNulsen. 
lsen cross-examined the 
psychiatrists and got them to ac- 
knowledge that they knew little of 


-his background and had based their 


opinions of him only on their ob- 
servation of him in the courtroom. 
They said, however, that such ob- 
servation was sufficient for their 
conclusions, 

After issuing his order, Judge 
Griffin assured Nulsen that his 
rights as a defendant would be re- 
spected, that is that he might file 
a motion for new trial or appeal 
or take any other legal steps open 
to him. Nulsen, however, took no 
action and was sent to the sani- 
tarium. However, he, or an attor- 
ney acting for him, still may take 
any one of the legal steps. 

The action against Nulsen was 
taken by the Prosecuting-Attorney’s 
office after several other reputable 
attorneys had brought the pam- 
phiet mentioning McDonald to the 
attention of that office. McDonald 
in 1934 represented Nulsen’s father 
in property litigation instituted by 
the son’s former wife, who obtained 
a divorce in 1932.

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Radek’s Last Article Recalled 
By Anti- Soviet Plotting Charge 


In It Journalist Confessed Unfaithfulness to 
Communism and Aid of Trotzky but 
Pleaded Expiation. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 8.—The announce- 
ment yesterday of the arrest of 
Karl Radek, journalist and one- 
time spokesman of Dictator Stalin, 


has drawn new attention to his 
last published article, printed in 
the official newspaper Izvestia last 
August at the time of the Trotzky- 
ite counter-revolutionary plot trial 
in which .16 men were convicted 
and executed by firing squads. 
Radek was arrested soon after- 
ward, charged with participation in 
the plot, but the fact of his im- 
prisonment was not made public 
until yesterday. Several of the de- 
fendants testified at their trial that 
Radek was a party to their con- 
spiracy. 

In his last ublished. article, 
Radek confessed a certain unfaith- 
fulness to the principles of Com- 
munism, but he made a vitriolic at- 
tack on Trotzky ‘and said he had 


zky’s attempted sabotage of the 
Stalin government. 

Describing Trotzky as “Fascism’s 
super bandit” and “chief organizer 
of the assassination of Kirow, 
Radek wrote: 

“Before the Soviet power threw 
Trotzky out, he persuaded Rakov- 
ski, Smigla and myself that it was 
essential to establish a center 
abroad from which to direct the

George L. Berry Says Approximate- 
ly $125,000 Will Go for Radio 
Broadcasts.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8-—An es- 
timate that Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League and its state organizations 
would spend $1,000,000 in their ef- 
fort to re-elect President Roosevelt 
was made yesterday by George L.

He said about $350,000 would be 
spent by the national organization, 
including approximately $125,000 
for radio broadcasts, and that an 
additional amount in the neighbor- 
hood of $650,000 would be collected 
and distributed within the states.

European Governments Show 
Profits of $1,000,000,000 
on Currencies. —

LONDON, Oct. 8—Paper profits 
to European national treasuries 
from currency devaluations are es- 
timated at considerably more than 
$1,000,000,000. 

Financial experts here said today 
France was the greatest gainer 
with profits of 17,000,000,000 francs 
of which 10,000,000,000 were ear- 
marked for the stabilization fund 
to keep the franc on a parity with 
the United States dollar and the 
British pound. The remainder.went 
into the treasury. 

Italy added between 1,000,000,000 
and 2,000,000,000 lire to its treasury 
stock of gold and foreign currency 
whose pre-devaluation value was 
estimated at 5,000,000,000 lire. The 
exact amount of Italy’s gold stock 
has not been disclosed since before 
the beginning of the conquest of 
Ethiopia a year ago. Officials have 
declared they will use the profits 
for paying for the African cam- 
paign and other national costs, but 
they said they did not plan to es- 
tablish a stabilization fund. 

Switzerland gained 600,000,000 
Swiss francs, the Netherlands about 
177,000,000 guilders. 

Other nations profited to a lesser 
degree because of smaller stocks of 
gold and lighter devaluation.

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SURVEY INDIGATES 
LINCOLN COUNTY IS 
STILL DEMOCRATIC 


Expected, However, 
Give Slightly Smaller’ 
Majority for Roosevelt 
Than in‘ 1932.

TROY, Mo., Oct. 8—A survey of 
the political situation in Lincoln 
County, one of the rich agricultural 
counties lying to the north of St. 
Louis, leads to the conclusion that 
it will return a Democratic major- 
ity in the November election, as it 
invariably does, but that the major- 


ity this year will fall several hun- 
dred votes short of the Roosevelt 
lead of 2824 four years ago. 

The majority of Lioyd C. Stark 
for Governor is expected by in- 
formed Democrats in the county to 
be somewhat less 
Roosevelt.. 

While leading Democrats in the 
county express the opinion that the 
election result will be little differ-. 
ent from that in 1932, there is evi- 
dence submitted by Republicans of. 
Democratic farmers whose farms 
are free of debt, or nearly free, and 
who say they are fearful that a con- 
tinuation of policies of the Demo- 
cratic administration will mean bur- 
densome taxes, and for that reason 
they are going to vote the Repub- 
lican ticket. ‘ 

$434,000 AAA Checks to County. 
On the other hand there is evi- 
dence galore of Republicans who 
voted for Roosevelt four years ago 
and who say they will vote for him 
again this year. In Lincoln County 
at the time of the last election, as 
in virtually every other county in 
the State, many farmers were prac- 
tically destitute. Prices for all farm 
products were at the mininjum, and 
many farmers were faced with fore- 
closure of their property.

Republicans do not vote in the 
Republican primary in.

‘DANZIG, Oct. 8—Nazis virtually 
wiped out the Social Democratio 
organization in the free city today, 
Secret police of’ the Nazi adminis« 
tration raided Socialist party head- 
quarters and seized membership 
lists. They then closed the plant 
of the newspaper Volkstimme, 
charging they had found quantities 
of ammunition and anti-Nazi hand- 
bills in the building. 

Several Social Democratic lead- 
ers, including the party leader, 
Arthur Brill, still are at liberty, 
Brill was said to have left Danzig 
before the raid started. 


The publisher and editor of the 
Volkstimme, however, were arrest- 
ed, along with two other persons 
connected with the paper, and the 
houses of all Socialist leaders were 
searched. 

Correspondence of Gerhardt 
Weise, leader of the Nationalist 
party, was seized in a raid on his 
office. 

Earlier in the week, Nazi police 
seized 74 political opponents in » 
raid on conferences of opposition 
leaders who were opposing the 
growth of Nazi influence in the city,

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AN ADJUSTABLE WAGE SCALE. 

The General Electric Co., in negotiations with a 
committee of employes called the Workers’ Council, 
has agreed to a plan for stabilizing wages. Using the 
cost-of-living index of the United States Department 
of Labor, now standing at 82, it will automatically ad- 
just wages until the index reaches 90. The first re- 
turn of the plan will be a wage advance of2 per cent, 
effective the latter part of this month. 

The Workers’ Council reports the arrangement as 
not altogether satisfactory. It is, apparently, a com- 
promise, as the majority of business agreements are. 
It meets, in part at least, a requirement stressed by 
economists, namely, the necessity of maintaining con- 
suming power. Where living costs run boundingly 
ahead of wages, which is the rule rather than the ex- 
ception of so-called good times, the employe is disad- 
vantaged and the national economy is impaired. 

A wage scale automatically adjustable to price con- 
ditions may not be a panacea, but it does look like 
progress. |

still, from time to time, breaks out of bounds, 
runs wild and destroys some of man’s most 
cherished property. It was in an effort to 
lessen these losses that annual Fire Preven- 
tion week was instituted. 

The truly modern method of fighting fire 
puts it out before it starts. 
Franklin, who has become a sort of patron 
saint of fire tamers, two centuries ago 
praised Paris for building houses “in a man- 
ner more secure from danger of fire,” with 
stone staircases in stone houses under tile 
or slate roofs. Paris still has few more than 
half as many fires as modern Detroit, Mich. 
Ahun, little town of 2000 population in Cen- 
tral France, claims a record of no fire for 
600 years. 

The fireproof building, te be a fortress 
against fire within itself and in its neigh- 
borhood, needs steel and concrete construc- 
tion, brick or stone, and metal instead of 
wood around doors and windows. Modern 
materials have been added to these—asbes- 
tos fabrics, wire-mesh glass, glass bricks 
and wood treated for fire resistance. 

Where it is the habit or the economic ne- 
cessity to build with fire-resistant materials, 
fire losses are relatively slight. In the Neth- 
erlands, where most of the buildings are 
constructed of brick, the annual fire loss is 
less than in the single city of Cleveland, O. 


If fires cannot be put out of the realm of 


possibility, at least they can be put out. One. 


finds the hand extinguisher’s red or brass 
cylinder dotting the walls of many older 
schools, apartment houses and public build- 
ings. Invert it, and it is transformed into a 
miniature fire engine in your very hands. 
A younger relation of this chemical fire- 
man sprays the burning surface with a foam 
of carbon dioxide bubbles, or with carbon di- 
oxide “snow.” There is even a non-conduct- 
ing solution for fires of electrical origin, 
which incloses live wires with liquid insu- 


lation. A special extinguisher attacks fires i 


in tight corners and closed chambers, im- 
possible or too dangerous to enter, by in- 
jecting a non-inflammable gas. 

Fires can even be forced to put them- 
selves out. Many buildings are studded with 
sprinklers, which automatically spray their 
surroundings with water as soon as fire 
creates enough heat to melt their soft metal 
plugs or lift their small quartz stoppers. 
Some sprinklers can also send out § O 8 
calls by telegraph if they. are out of order.

rise in heat and puffs out a tiny diaphragm 
in a concealed box.

Minute Men of the Revolution are succeed- 
ed by the Half-Minute Men of the modern 
fire department. They can be rolling fire- 
ward on a speeding truck in less time than 
it takes to tell about it. Present-day fire en- 
gines are specially built for quick starting, 
speed and power. They are capable of pump- 
ing as much as 1000 gallons of water per 
minute. It is estimated that 20,000 motor- 
driven fire engines are in service in the Unit- 
ed States alone. The horse-drawn fire en- 
gine of earlier days, dashing to the rescue 
with all three horses clattering madly over 
the cobblestones, has been replaced by trucks 
driven by 150-horsepower motors.

The tribe of paid firemen has increased 
until New York City alone has 7000. Paid 
fire brigades developed in England after the 
great fire of London in 1666. That disaster, 
when London blazed for three days, proved 
the inadequacy of leather buckets for water 
tossing, axes, ladders and metal hooks 
mounted on long rods for pulling down burn- 
ing walls. These implements, stored usually 
in a church, were wielded by community- 
minded citizens who happened to be handy 
when news of fire came. 

The year following the London fire, a pio- 


neer fire insurance office was opened, and | 


in less than two decades, two companies 
were operating, and trying to decrease their 
payments by combating fires with their own 
“waterman and other laborers.” The inven- 
tion of leather fire hose in 1672 aided them, 
as did improvements in fire engines.

ORE than 1600 guests at Hotel 
M petterson last night gave evi- 

dence that the Veiled Prophet 
Queen’s supper after the ball not 
only holds its appeal but is becom- 
ing increasingly popular. The num- 
ber of merrymakers paying homage 
to the new Queem’ was the largest 
in all of the 57.visits the Veiled 
Monarch has made.

Miss Susan Elizabeth Thompson, 
the new Veiled Prophet's Queen, 
has last summer's )} weather to 
thank for the unique quality of the 


bouquet of 223 orchids which she 
carried at the bali last night. It 
was altogether different from those 
of her predecessors because the 
heat destroyed the flowers which 
usually bloom in time for the ball. 

Shaw's Garden supplied the or- 
chids from its station at Gray's 
Summit, but most of the hybrid 
cattleyas, whose deep lavender, light 
purple and pink have given a pre- 
dominating dark tone to the bou- 
quets of other years, and the wax- 


-\like slipper orchids were shriveled 


before they ever blossomed. 

This year’s bouquet was mdach 
lighter in color, with the pale blue 
and mative and the white of the 
Australian spray orchids, the Vanda 
‘moth orchids and a few light mauve 
cattleyas. Witek florists, who made 
the arrangement, put the cattleyas 
in the center, forming a nucleus 
from which radiated the 31 spikes 
of the spray orchids, each with 
about six flowers, white with tinges 
of blue or mauve. The single spike 
of the moth orchid, with 10 blos- 
soms, was a delicate blue-white. A 
little off-center were a cluster of 
tiger orchids, yellow flecked with 
light brown. 

The bouquet will be on view from 
9 a. m. to 5 p. m. today in the floral 
display house at Shaw's Garden. 
After that the Queen will take it 
home. A duplicate was shown for 
several days last year, but shortage 
of blooms prevented the prepara- 
tion of a separate bouquet this 


time.

these bacon and egg dinner dishes 
is one new fluffed eg and bacon 
platter.

These fluffed eggs which form 
the basis of the platter have a 
foundation of cheese toast, thin 
toast cut in squares, spread liber- 
ally with fresh creamy butter and 
shredded cheese. Then the fluffy 
egg whites are heaped in soft peaks 
on the toast and seasoned liberally 
with salt and pepper. It’s easy to 
press a little well in the top of each 
and slip the egg yolk into its little 
nest.

KEEPING NATURAL COLOR IN 


VEGETABLES IS A TRICK 
ALL COOKS NEED KNOW 


A good cook wants to keep the 
natural color in her vegetables. She 
wants green peas to be green when 
served, beets to be red, carrots yel- 
low and cauliflower white. Carrots 
cause little trouble, but the green 
vegetables may fade, the red may 
change to blue or purple, the white 
ones turn yellowish. Only the yel- 
low-and-red-orange vegetables keep 
their color under all the ordinary 
cooking processes. 

There are interesting reasons for 


: 


this. The natural colors of vegeta- 
bles and of fruits are due to color 
substances or pigments of differ- 
ent ,chemical composition. The 
green pigment is called chlorophyll 
and is very important to the plant. 
Chlorophyll is found however, only 
in those plants or part of plants 
that get the sunlight. The green 
parts usually contain most of the 
important values, particularly fron 
and vitamins. 

The use of soda has sometimes 
been advocated for the cooking of 


green vegetables. Chlorophyll does 
not Missolve very well in soft wa- 
ter, and if you add a little soda, or 
some other alkali, the chlorophyll 
changes to very green salts. How- 
ever, the soda takes away 4 good 
deal of the flavor. ‘Therefore do 
not cook green vegetables with 
soda. There is a better way to keep 
the green color, and that is sim- 
ply to cook them in very little wa-

Probably the best meat buys just 
now, say the market specialists, are 
forequarter cuts of beef and lamb. 
Among the vegetables are tomatoes, 
sweet corn, green beans, limas, cab- 
bage, cucumbers, eggplant, okra, 
squash. Among the fruits, we have 
grapes, pears, plums, melons. From 
such a variety it is not difficult to 
select most of the makings of a 
good meal, Add bread and butter, 
milk, coffee or tea, supply some 


seasonings, and whether the dinner 
is good now depends upon how it 
is prepared, 

To prepare a good meal from 
well-chosen materials, says the Bu- 


reau of Home Economics of the| 
United States Department of Agri- | 


culture, means knowing How to get 
the best results not only with each 
food by itself but with all of them 
together. That last point is impor- 
tant, for it involves timing, so that 
everything will be cooked to a turn 
and ready to serve without having 
to stand. It also means making 
each food do its bit for variety. 
We don’t want two creamed vege- 
tables at one meal, for example, 
because the white sauce used for 
creaming makes them too much 
alike in texture and often obscures 
the flavor. Nor do we want two 


fried foods, because that means too 


the 
Variety of texture, 


much fat: and too much of 
browned flavor. 


‘flavor, and color depend on well 


chosen methods of preparation as 
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SPRING CHI 


well as upon the raw material. 
Simple Menu Best. 

A simple menu, easy for the 
housewife to prepare, is usually 
best, provided it is well chosen. 
Suppose, for example, a dinner from 
these materials: Beef, sweet corn, 
green beans, tomatoes, lettuce and 
a fruit. Bread, milk, coffee or tea. 

With an eye to cost, let us have 
Swiss steak. It is a favorite and 
it utilizes one of the cheaper cuts 
of beef—a fairly thick piece from 
the chuck, rump, or round, It is 
made tender by slow cooking in a 
little water and under cover, so that 
it is really steamed or braised. Di- 
rections for -“‘swissing” a steak, as 
given by the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics, are as follows: 


Season the meat with salt and 
pepper, sprinkle generously with 
flour, and pound thoroughly. The 
pounding helps to make the meat 
tender, and the flour absorbs the 
juice. Cut the steak into individual 
portions and brown in suet or other 
fat in a heavy skillet. Then add 
water enough to.cover. Partly cov- 
er with a lid, and simmer for one 
and one-half to two hours, or until 
the meat is tender enough to cut 
with a fork. There should be plenty 
of good gravy to serve over the 
meat. 


Of the vegetables for this din- 
ner, the corn and beans will be 
cooked, the others served raw. The 
“roastin’ ears,” which cannot live 
up to'that name when prepared in 
a kitchen, are just as good cooked 
in water and served on the cob. Aft- 
er all bits of silk and of shuck have 
been carefully taken off, drop the 
ears of corn into a kettle of boil- 
ing water and let them simmer, un- 
covered, for five to 15 minutes, the 
longer time for close or deep-grain 
ears. But do not cook too long, or 
the corn will toughen, and if white 
corn, it will turn yellow if the wa- 
ter is hard. 

If the corn is to be cut off before 
serving, one way is to cook it first 
on the cob, then with a very sharp 
knife cut it off as close as possi- 


cob. Reheat over hot water and 
serve. Add a piece of butter and 
sprinkle with salt. For a creamier 
dish, cut the grains off the cob be- 
fore cooking and cook over hot wa- 
ter, seasoning’ with butter, salt and

To 
preserve their green color, cook 
them uncovered, and until just ten- 
| der, but still a little crisp. That 
will take probably 15 or 20 min- 
| utes. Best of all ways, if time per- 
mits, is to shred the beans—i. e., cut 
them lengthwise, either with a 
knife or with a bean shredder, thus 
getting rid of the strings. Season 
green beans with butter, pepper and 
salt, or with crisp bits of ann pork 
or bacon. 

The tomatoes, which are at their 
best just now, we will use in a raw 
salad of lettuce and tomatoes, to 
supply textures, flavors and colors 
not furnished by either of the 
cooked vegetables. The lettuce must 
be cool and crisp, the tomato ripe 
and fresh. Dip it in hot water long 
enough to loosen the skin, remove 
the skin and chill the tomato. Just 
before serving time cut the toma- 
to in quarters which hold together 
at the stem end. Serve in the midst 
of curling lettuce leaves, the toma- 
to sections opening at the top. 
French dressing—plain or with 
roquefort cheese crumbled into it— 
and a crisp cracker go with this 
cool salad. - 

With fruit for dessert, there are 
such choices now in different parts 
of the country as fresh grapes, 
pears, plums, melon and peaches. 
Pears are good baked and served 
with hot little cup cakes. Peaches 
should be sliced jyst before serving 
and sprinkled with sugar, to keep 
them, so far as possible, from turn- 
ing dark before they are used. Mel- 
ons should be thoroughly cooled be- 
fore cutting; or, with cut surfaces 
protected, the pieces should be put 
in a refrigeratér. Cracked ice in 
half a cantaloupe or honey ball 
washes out the flavor and makes 
the flesh soft and watery. 


Use Fruit in Pies. 

When damsons or other plums are ' 
to be had, plum pie might well be 
the dessert for this dinner. But 
fruit pies are sometimes hard to 
make. For such juicy fruits, one way 
to avoid a soggy pie crust, says 
the Bureau of Home Economics, is 
to bake the bottom crust first, very 
lightly, then put in the filling and 
cover the pie with a thin layer of 
pastry, which is then turned over 


{the edge of bottom crust, and the 


pie put in the oven again. Slashes 
in the upper crust allow the steam 
to escape as the pie cooks. Bake 
until the crust is nicely browned 
A good fruit pie has a tender, flaky 
crust which holds the juice without 
soaking it up, and bakes without 
any of the juice running over on 


jthe top crust. Fruit pie is exceed- 


ingly good served hot. 
A good grape pudding is-«made of 
concord grape juice and pulp thick- 


like. with tapioca until it is jelly- 


like but soft enough to drop from. 


[spoon. This makes a simple and at- 
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grape flavor and deep color. ——— 
with whipped cream it is still more 
attractive. 

The simplest bread for this din- 
ner would be thin slices or little 
rolls, Hot biscuit might be more 
attractive—little biscuit, nicely 
browned. 


POTATO SOUP. 


One onion. 

One sprig parsley. 

Three medium potatoes. 

One ahd one-half cups milk. 

One cup potato water. 

One tablespoon flour. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Cook the onion and parsley with 
the potatoes. When done, drain 
and mash. Make a sauce of the 
milk, potato water, flour and but- 
ter, Season with the salt and pep- 
per, add the mashed potato and 
serve. 


Emerald Salad. 

One-half cup seedless raisins 

One package lime flavored gela- 
tin 

One cup cold water 

One cup boiling water 

One-half cup diced cucumber 

One-fourth cup shredded green

CHARGES OF AID TO 
SPANISH REBELS 
Continued From Page One. 


for concealing military assistance 
to the rebels against the legal gov- 
ernment by some participants in 


the agreement. 

“The Soviet Government is com- 
pelled; in this connection, to de- 
clare that if violations are not 
halted immediately it will consider 
itself free from any obligation re- 
sulting from the agreement.” 

Making of Agreement. 

The non-intervention agreement 
was initiated by France after the 
French Government, in July, less 
than two weeks after the Spanish 
civil war broke out, announced it 
would remain neutral. 

On Aug. 19 the British Govern- 
ment announced a blanket embargo 
on the export to either of the 
Spanish belligerents of 20 varieties 
of war material. 

Germany imposed a bar on Aug. 
24 on the same day Russia agreed 
to halt arms shipments if Germany, 
Italy and Portugal would do like- 
wise. 

Italy prohibited arms exports to 
the belligerents on Aug. 28. 

Other countries entered the 
scheme and a committee was set 
up to co-ordinate embargo meas- 
ures and deal with any further neu- 
trality proposals. : 

The committee held its first 
meeting in London, with Portugal 
absent, and arranged an exchange 
of information among the Powers. 
in the accord. 

Madrid Opposes Pact. 


Representatives of the Spanish 
Government in Madrid have assail- 
ed the agreement. 

Julio Alvarez del Vayo, Spanish 
Foreign Minister, told the League 
of Nations Assembly Sept. 25 the 
non-invervention accord was “di- 
rect and positive intervention in 
behalf of the rebels” and as & 
“blockade of the lawful Spanish 
Government.” 

In a note to the League Oct. 2 
the Madrid Government declared 
it had evidence that Germany and 
Italy were aiding the Spanish in- 
surgents despite the non-interven- 
tion pact. 

The note gave 15 alleged in- 
etances of German and Italian mil- 
itary aid to the Spanish Fascists. 
It stated 15 German airplanes ar- 
rived Sept. 20 in Tetuan, Spanish 
Morocco, and transported insurgent 
foreign legionnaires to Seville. It 
also contended the Italian mer- 


chant ship Alicanto, on Sept. 12, 


landed gas bombs, airplanes and 
arms near Tetuan. 


Eden Ends Monte Carlo Holiday to 
Return to London. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 8.—Britain’s For- 
eign Secretary, Anthony Eden, 
broke off a Monte Carlo holiday to- 
day and started back to London to 
take charge of the Foreign Office 
as a result of the Soviet statement 
threatening Spanish intervention. 

Eden will confer in Paris tomor- 
row with Premier Leon Blum of 
France concerning Anglo-British 
policy. 

Moscow’s warning is expected to 
be considered by the Neutarlity 
Committee tomorrow. Great Brit- 
ain and France will try to patch up 
the neutrality framework, official 
sources said. 

League of Nations officials at Ge- 
neva said the situation was of the 
deepest gravity. 

Since Portugal has refused con- 
sistently, despite strong British rep- 
resentations, to participate in the 
committee's work, it appeared an 
almost hopeless task to achieve a 
genuine, workable neutrality. 


Germany Denies It Is Helping Span- 
ish Rebels. . 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Oct. 8.—The propagan- 
da Ministry today denied Soviet 
Russia’s charges that Germany is 
delivering war materials to the 
Spanish insurgents. 

“We haye adhered strictly tothe 
non-interVention principle,” a com- 
munique asserted. “We have deliv- 
ered neither airplanes nor any oth- 
er such materials mentioned in the 
Russian statement.”

The exciting triumph enjoyed by 
Newton, when he saw that his cal- 
culations on gravitation were com- 
ing out correctly, or by Copernicus, 
when, on his deathbed, they hand- 
ed him his great work on the con- 
struction of the ‘universe, was far 
beyond the triumph or comprehen- 
sion of any murderous Alexander, 


Caesar or Napoleon. 


Statistics and forecasters show

VER so many years ago a little 
gir used to play with Joseph 
Parker, the minister of the City 
Temple in London, in his study. 
Parker had no children of his own, 
which was his great grief. 


The great preacher and the little 
girl were dear friends. If he went 
away he wrote her the most fan- 
tastic letters, with all sorts of fun- 


ny pictures drawn on the margin 
of the letter paper. 

The little girl grew to be a beau- 
tiful and brilliant woman, who 
wrote a number of stories under 
the pen name of John Oliver 
Hobbes. In one of her stories she 
wrote these shining words: 

“Oh, the comfort, the inexpressi- 
ble comfort of feeling safe with a 
person; having neither to weigh 
thoughts nor to measure words, but 
pour them all right out just as they 
are, chaff and grain together, 
knowing that a faithful hand will 
take and sift them, keep what is 
worth keeping, and with the breath 
of kindness blow the rest away.”
